Norfolk, Lord Bryce, the American and 

Spanish Ambassadors, the Belgian Minis- 

ter, and many members of Parliament 

and representatives of the oversea 

Dominions. eae 

The ‘Lord Mayor ‘said that it was 
absolutely essential that the work of the 
committer should be continued, Seven 
millions of people in that part uf Bel- 
gium occupied by Germany were await- 
ing deliverance, and of these at least 
three millions were totally or partially 
destitute.
